The Olympic Jubilee — Lausanne 1944 


In 1944, the games of the XIII" Olympiad, to be held in London, were cancelled on account of 
World War II. Nevertheless, the Olympic movement persisted and a jubilee celebrating the 50™ 
anniversary of the founding of the International Olympic Committee was held in Lausanne, 
Switzerland in June and July of 1944. To mark this occasion, Switzerland issued a set of three 
stamps depicting the Greek god, Apollo with values of 10c., 20c.. and 30c., respectively.
